The Upland Elementary schoo} 
may soon have its own corps of 
junior traffic guards at crossings 
near the vicinity of the school. 

The recommendation +o establish. 
such an crganization was made by 
Mrs. W. J. Morrow, chairman of 
the safety council of the Upland 
PTA, at a meeting of the executive 
board and ‘discussed by ‘the school 
board last night. 

However, the board felt that 
since tne problem of traffic con- 
trol was primarily a problem of the 
elemenyary school it referred the 
matter to the safety council at the 
Elementary school. 

According to the plan proposed |. 
by Mrs, Morrow Junior High school 
students would act as junior traffic 
police in the morning when pupils 
go to school and in the afyernoons 
when they are dismissed. The 
guards would hola the young chil- 
dren at the crossings until no cars 
were passing and then have them 
cross in a body. 

While the board took no official 
action on the matter, it felt that 
sincé.4he problem was entirely a 
Elementary school matter traffic 
junior police should be 
from possibly the sixth graders at 
the Elementary school.
